Hawkins served for four 'years as 
president of the Hawkins Mortgage 
company at a' salary of $25 a week, 
le testified here today in his feder- 
al court trial. 


Hawkins took the witness stand 


to defend himself against charges 
of fraudulent use of the mails in the 
operation of the Hawkins Mortgage 
Company .and its numerous subsi- 
dary loan societies. 


The government asserted investors 


lost between four million and six 
million dollars through collapse of 
the Hawkins companies. 


Hawkins was called to testify af- 


ter a character witness from Port- 
land, Indiana, his home town, had 
appeared in his 
behalf. Hawkins 


• was nervous and his vok-e was un- 


steady as he answered 
the first 


question fired at him. He soon 
re- 


gained, his composure. 


"From 1918 to 1922 all of my 


time was devoted to the work of the 
Hawkins Company, "Hawkins testi- 
fied. He drew a 
salary- 
of .$25 a 


•week from 1918 until the fall of 
1922. "Then there was a change in 
the organization and I received $150 
a week salary." 


Thomas Meriless, department of

as star witness for Ihe government 
in the trial of Hawkins.
